WARRANT. 


The State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Plymouth in the 
County of Grafton, in said state, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Plymouth on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, 
at nine o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 
2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 


to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate in addition to that required by law, for 
the support and maintenance of the Free Public Library. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the repairs of highways. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate, in addition to that required by an act of 
the Legislature approved Feb. 24, 1905, to be used for per- 
manent improvement of its main highways, such improve- 
ment to be made under the advice of the State Engineer. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 


raise or appropriate to pay firemen. 


T. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for the decoration of soldiers’ graves. 


8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to borrow money to pay the debts of the town and give 
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notes therefor countersigned by the town treasurer, the said 
notes to be exempt from taxation. 


9. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
repairing or building the Baker’s River bridge, and the 
Smith bridge, so called, and what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise or appropriate for the same. 


10. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to leasing a hall for town purposes, including use for same 
for Memorial day, and what price to pay for same. 


11. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
selling the Town Histories at a reduced price. 


12. To choose a library trustee for a term of three 
years. 


13. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
readjusting the salaries of the town officers. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate to pay Keniston Band for open air con- 
certs during the summer of 1912. 


15. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to furnishing a permanent water supply at Riverside ceme- 
tery, and see what sum of money shall be raised or appro- 
priated for said purpose. 


16. To see if the town will avcept the sum of three 
hundred, twenty-five dollars from Union Cemetery Associa- 
tion as a trust fund, the interest of same shall be used in’ 
caring for said cemetery, being in the towns of Plymouth 
and Bridgewater, and if at any time said association is dis- 
satisfied with the care of the cemetery they shall have the 
right to withdraw said funds. 


17. To seeif the town will vote to accept, as a trust 
fund from W. L. Glidden, one hundred dollars, the interest 
of same to be used for the perpetual care of the Glidden lot 
in Riverside cemetery. 


18. To see if the town will vote to accept, asa trust 
fund from J. B. Yorke, one hundred dollars, the interest of 
same to be used for the perpetual care of the Yorke lot in 
Riverside cemetery. 


19. To choose two delegates to the Constitutional con- 
vention to be held at the Capitol in Concord on the first 
Wednesday of June, A. D., 1912. 


20. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
celebrating the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
grar ting of its charter. 


21, To see what action the town will take in regard 
to renewing the contract for lights with the Plymouth Elec- 
tric Light Company for a term of years.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


With the closing of the fiscal year and annual elections 
comes the time for this report. 

The standards we aim to reach are high and cost heavily, 
but the opportunity and uplift are worth the price. Our fin- 
ished products ean be capable of entering any college or tech- 
nical school without the former intervening cost in time and 
money at some preparatory school. And it is all free for the 
asking to that child who is willing to seek for it. The esprit 
de corps of the system in all its individual parts is commend- 
able and appreciated by those in authority. 

The High school continues to forge ahead into the front 
rank of the fitting schools. Owing to the large number that | 
entered colleges from this school, members of the class of 
1911, we expect to receive the certificate privilege for three 
years, the next time it is issued to this school. 

This is the second year in drawing and elocution for the 
the three upper classes. The development of these lines 
shows that when the graduating classes can have their full 
four years of training they will have acquired enough under 
these subjects to make them so valuable that they will appear 
as necessary as any other branches. 

Manual training and some lines of vocational training for 
the non-college goers may yet demand a place in this school. 
Such lines are being worked out in other similar schools. 

The unexpected break-down of the return pipes in the 
heating system of the High school compelled large expendi- 
ture. This called for re-cementing of the cellar, which had 
long been needed. 

The High school plant is now in good condition except 
the gutters and the electric clock. These baffle all attempts 
to secure satisfactory repairs, 

The Model School has now been occupied for a full year. 
Some extra bills had to be paid this year to complete tle 
equipment and secure acceptance by the trustees. 
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The new Model School building has been accepted by the 
Normal School Trustees, as the following letter will show. :

The District Schools continue to perform their part in 
training pupils for the High School or for immediate occupa- 
tion in the industrial world, These schools closed their last 
school year with a commendable exhibit of the work done by 
the pupils. 

It seems advisable to pass, ina slightly amended form, 
the vote passed last year in regard to funding the Model 
school loan debt, in order to protect those who have loaned us 
money. This is the reason for introducing the subject again 
this year. 

Our school systems are so complex that it is difficult to 
accurately estimate the amounts of money that will be needed 
for various forms of expenditure next year. ‘The time is at 


hand when we must shoulder the load and beyin to pay off the 
last new school debt. The increase: we recommend over last 
year’s appropriation will take care of the proportion that must 
be provided for payment January 1, 1913. In general we es- 
timate the expenses on about the same basis as last year, and 
hope to be able to keep the repairs account under $200.00. 


We recommend that the district vote $10,500.00 under 
article No. 8.

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NORMAL SCHOOL CONTRACT 
With Plymouth School District 
April 19, 1909, 


Know ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: 


That the Trustees ot the New Hampshire State Normal 
School, party of the first part, and the School District of Ply- 
mouth by its School Board duly elected and empowered for 
the purpose, party of the second part, mutually agree as 
follows : 


1. The said Trustees agree that in consideration of the 
use of the school bnilding, hereinafter named, they will support 
and maintain in said building and in the State Normal School 
building in said Plymouth, a thoroughly efficient system of 
graded schools to be known as Model Schools, embracing all 
the preparatory departments necessary to fit pupils for; en- 
trance into a first-class standard high school, buf the employ- 
ment of student teachers in any of said departments shall be 
limited to those who are completing the last eighteen weeks of 
their course in the Normal School. The departments afore- 
said shall be tuilion free to all persons of school age who 
reside within the school district of Plymouth. 


2. The party of the second part agrees that it will erect, 
upon ground mutually satisfactory, a school-house completely 
equipped for the service of the Model Schools hereinbefore 
named at a cost of not less than $25,000 including cost of lot, 
and they further agree that the building plans of said school- 
house shall be mutually satisfactory, and that they will pro- 
ceed to the construction and completion of said school-house 
at as early a date as practicable. 

3. It is further understood and agreed between the 
parties of this contract that should the school district so desire 
they may use such portion of the basement (as may be requir- 
ed for uses of the school) for town purposes, It being under- 
stood under this clause that its use shall only be for regularly 
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called town and district meetings and the uses of its officers 
connected therewith, and that under this clause the party of 
of the first part shall not be called on to furnisn heat, light or 
janitor service for such part of the basement occupied by the 
town. 


4. The said Trustees further agree upon completion of 
said school building to maintain the same excepting repairs 
thereon, and to conduct therein, and also in the regular apart- 
ments heretofore occupied by said Model Schools in the Normal 
School building, in case said new buildings shall be of in- 
sufficient capacity for the accommodation of all pupils who 
may be entitled to attend said Model Schools under this con- 
tract, the Model Schools hereinbefore named without further 
cost to said School District for a period of twenty years from 
the first day of September, 1909; the maximum number of 
scholars not to exceed three hundred. If at any time the aver- 
age attendance of the model schools shall exceed three hun- : 
dred pupils, exclusive of non-resident pupils, then the school 
district of Plymouth shall pay for all such excessive member- 
ship a per capita tuition equal to the average per capita cost of 
schooling pupils in the elementary or common schools of the 
State. It is also understood and agreed that the state shall 
not be deprived of a reasonable use of the pupils in said 
schools as training and observation schools for the students of 
the Plymouth State Normal School during the same period 
without the consent of both parties. 

Persons not resident in said town may attend any of said 
school departments when, in the opinion of the trustees, they 
can do so without detriment to the New Hampshire State 
Normal School or the pupils of the town of Plymouth, upon 
payment to said trustees of such tuition as the latter may 
determine, but the attendance of such pupils is not to be 
counted as a part of the number allowed to the town by this 
contract. . 

The courses of study in said departments shall not be 
less than eight years, and shall provide a thorough and ample 
preparatory fit for such standard high schools in this state as 
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are under the law approved by the superintendent of public 
instruction. 

It is mutually agreed that there shall be a permanent 
joint board consisting of the trustees of the New Hampshire 
State Normal School and the members of the school board of 
the school district of the town of Plymouth. The president 
of the board of trustees, when present, shall act as chairman 
of the joint board, and the trustees shall respectively, in the 
order of their official seniority, preside. A record of each 
meeting of the joint board shall be kept by the seeretary of 
the board of trustees, which shall be open at all times to in- 
spection by each member of the joint board, an attested copy 
of which shall be furnished by said secretary to the secretary 
of the school board immediately after each meeting. 

In deciding all questions which come before this board, 
the trustees present and the members of the school board shall 
“respectively act as a unit and be entitled to one vote. In case 
of a tie vote on any question it shall be submitted to a referee 
to be agreed upon by the joint board, and his decision shall be 
the final decision of the joint board and binding upon all parties. 
In case the boards do not agree upon a referee, the attorney 
general shall be requested to ‘appoint one. $A majority of the 
board of trustees and a majority of the school board shall be 
necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness by the joint board. There shall be one regular meeting 
of the joint board held annually at Plymouth at such time as 
the board shall determine. 

Special meetings also may be called by either of said 
secretaries upon application of a majority by the board of 
trustees or of said school board and upon written notice mail- 
ed to each member. It is understood that the powers of the 
joint board extend only to matters relating to the Model 
Schools, and this only after the party of the second part has 
conferred with the principal of the school and still feel that 
some provision of the contract is being violatea. 

It is further mutually agreed that this classification and 
promotion of scholars, course of study, confirmation and re- 
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jection of teachers and the general rules of discipline im the 
several school departments aforesaid shall be vested in the 
trustees, provided, however, that the aforesaid matters shall 
be subjects of consultation and conference by the joint board 
when in the opinion of either party it becomes desirable. 

All questions arising under this contract relative to the 
faithful performance by the parties hereto of the things to be 
done and performed by them respectively shall be submitted 
to the joint board for its determination, according to the fore- 
going provisions governing its powers and duties. 

Said trustees further agree that the scholars in the school 
departments aforesaid shall have and enjoy all reasonable use 
of the Normal school building, basement and grounds, the 
library, cabinets and scientific apparatus. 

It is mutually agreed that the school district of the town 
of Plymouth shall and hereby does reserve to itself the exclus- 
ive enforcement of the laws relating to truancy in the several 
school departments embraced in this contract. 


It is further mutually agreed that all rights, duties and 
privileges belonging to towns under the laws of this state are 
hereby reserved to said school district, unless expressly dele- 
gated to said trustees or said joint board in this instrument, 
and all facts and information relative to the management and 
general status of said school department, and the scholars . 
therein, shall be accessible to said school board. 


It is understood that this contract shall become operative 
and go into effect when signed by both parties, and shall su- 
percede all contracts heretofore made. 


In witness whereof the said trustees of the New Hamp- 
shire State Normal School, and the said school district of Ply- 
mouth, by its school board, duly empowered, have hereunto 
and to a duplicate hcreof set their hands and seals this nine- 
teenth day of April, 1909.

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WATER COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


Owing to the immediate need of a larger water supply, 
unsatisfactory experiments with driven wells were made and 
then it was decided best to dig wells. 


Six wells were dug at a total cost of $450.00 and these 
have largely increased the water supply and furnished an 
abundance during the dry season, Water from these wells 
has been analyzed and approved by the state officials. 


The system has also been permanently improved by the 
laying of 550 feet of six inch pipe on Emerson street, 500 
feet of six inch pipe.on Merrill street, 450 feet of six inch 
pipe on Wentworth street; also two new hydrants have been 
installed on Merrill street. 


Cost of pipe and hydrants and installing same was 
$1,461.46. 


It seemed best to the Water Commissioners to lay six 
inch pipe that it might be sufflciently large to meet the de- 
mand for many years and also greatly increase the hydrant 
service. 

One of the reservoirs has been thoroughly cleaned. 

Nearly all the new houses built in the precinct the past 
. year have been connected with the system.
